EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The application has been amended as follows: on the first page of the 
specification, underneath the title, the following has been inserted --This application is a 
371 of PCT/JP2006/31 1 469, filed June 01 , 2006, and claims foreign priority from 
Japanese application 2005-166754, filed June 07, 2005. ~ 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-9, and 1 1 are allowed. 

3. The instant application was previously allowed by the Notice of Allowability 
mailed on October 28, 201 0. Subsequent to that Notice of Allowability Applicant filed a 
Request for Continued Examination in which Applicant amended claim 1 by substituting 
the word - intersecting ~ for "perpendicular". No new Information Disclosure 
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Statement has been submitted. Claims 1 , 3-9, and 1 1 are still allowable for the reasons 
set forth in the previous Notice of Allowability. The Examiner would like to add that 
although Chao et al. US 6,733,828 B2 discloses a mesoporous silica structure having a 
plurality of mesopores, comprising a dendritic framework having mesopores, wherein 
the mesopores pass through the framework in a direction intersecting a longitudinal 
direction of the framework (see the abstract, Figure 1a, and col. 04:15-21) it is not 
certain whether the mesopores can be controlled during forming so that 90 % or more of 
them observable in a 500 nm x 500 nm area pass through the framework in a direction 
intersecting a longitudinal direction of the framework.
